4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: A method of 
manufacturing semiconductor device having stress-absorbing layers as claimed 
including an insulating stress transmission layer having a lattice constant matched to 
the lattice constant of the carrier material and forming a stress generator layer 
having a lattice different form the carrier material in its final atom layer and forming a 
insulating stress transmission layer having a lattice constant different form the stress 
generator layer and the forming material could not be anticipated nor, in 
combination, be rendered obvious over the prior art of record.
